Administrative Board Effects Lurge
Saviog Through New Ar-
rangement. .

PLAN UNFAIR, 8AYS TRAFFORD

Board Disregards Objections of Head
of City Plant and Seeks Electric
I'ower on Same Terms as Are
Given to Corporations.

The Adaninistrative ‘Board yesterday
adopted a resolution directing the Vir-
ginia Railway and Power Company, in
conformity with an offer made to the
board, to group its charges for current
used in the ‘several municipal bulld-
ings, and In the future ‘submit’ the
bill for the aggregate amount of cur-
rent to the board, instead of to the
separate departments,

As Lhe result of this consolidation,
the city will recelve the benefit of the
discount allowed to large consumers.
The company allows a graduated rate
of discount, varying directly with the
amount of current consumed. It is
expeteed that the city will save §2,000
annually as the result of the grouping.

Superintendent Trafford, of the City
Electric Plant, reportling on the power
company's offer to givesthe city a group
Tate on Its current, recommended the
rejection of the. offer on the ground
that the clty should not'for a small
Mnancial galn accept an’  ‘advantage
,Wwhich he belleved to bé “unfalr, prefer-
ential and discriminatory,” In that ‘it
grants the privilege of grouping the
consumption at many scattered build-
Ings, and obtained the 'same rate as If
the whole were consumed In a single
bullding—a privilege which, he sald,
was denled to other users of electricity
In the city.

The bonrd 4ld not regard Mr. I'raf-
ford's objectlon as sound, holding that
a graduated rate for large users, avel
If the points of consumption are scat-
tered, was a legitimate trade device.
Such o rate, it' was polnted out, was
allowed the rallrond companies, which
are large users of current, and dis-
tributed along thelr rilght of way at
many polnta in the clty,

PLAN EDUCATIONAL CAMPAIGN

Chamber of Commerce Supports
Recommendations Made by Com-
mittee—A, P. Hill Camp, U. C. V,,
Elects New Oflicers.

JPETERBEBURG, VA, December 4.—
The question of n chunge in the form
Of munleipal government from . the
present bicameral system to that of
responsible business management s to
be brought squarely hefore the people
of  Tetersburg. Several months ago
the Chamber of Commerce uppolnted a
spoclal committen consisting of R, Bol-
llng Wilcox, Jr., chalrman: Henard O,
Syme, secrelary; O, W, Mattox. Carl I,
Davig, Robert Gllllam, Jr., and Le Roy
Hodges, kkinown as the “Commities on
Simplified form of Clly Government,”
to study the guestion of municipal gov-
ernment, and to recommend which of
the three optional plans, permitted
under the new Virginin law, is best
adapted to the peculinr needs of Poters-
burg.  This commiltes gave careful
and close study to the work with which
It was charged, thoroughly consldering
the merlts and defects of Lthe several
optional plans and ns closely Investi-

The commlittee expresses the conelu-
sion: irst, that the plan tdescribed
In the Virginia law of March 13, 1914,
in the *“ecity manager plan” Is the form
of slmplified city government that will
be gnost responslva to the deslres of
all the people of Peteraburg, and the
one that will return tho grentest bene-
fits to the city. .

Second, that the organization of the
city manager government for Peters-

i burg, briefly stated, embraoces, as au-

thorized by Inw, a legislative and sup-
ervisory commission, or counecil, who
shall be wlected from the eity at large
for terms of four years each, they shall
receive nominal salaries nmd, with the
o ption of those elty ofliclals whaogre
election by ‘popular vote is expressiy
required by the constitution of Vir-
glnin, the members of thias councll
shall be the only elective
the city. The executive and adminis-
trative powers of the eity, Including
the appointment of officiala and om-
ployes, subject to an affective and im-
partial civil service to be vested In a
single official to be known as the “elty
manager,” who shall be employed,
cither from the city, If a sultable man
can he found, or from the country at
large, by the council which shall, fix
his salary nnd exercise supervisory
econtrol over his work and which shafl
have the power to remove him at pleas-
ure.

Third. The committes requests the
Chamber  of Commerce to organize

ithout delay a speclal committee for
the purpose of conducting an educn-
tionnl eampnlgn in Petershure in
interest of such simplifiad form of clty
government, and that sufliclent funds
bhe provided for conducting the cam-
paign.

The board of governors of the cham-
ber is In enrnest about this worlk, and
the campalgn of education, as recom-
mended [I)y the commlittee, will be in-
augurated at once amd pressed. Th
board Inst night made an appropriation
to begln the campaign. It is belleved
that the people, when fully infosmmcd
on the subject, will vote for & change
in the.form of government.
